TO BE AUTHENTIC 


Shows Norwegians Visited This 


Country in 1362.

St. Paul, Dec. 14.—The authenticity 
of the Kensington runestone was up­ 
held before the M innesota State H is­ 
torical society at the old capitol. Hjal- 
m ar R. Holand of Ephraim, Wis., w'ho 
deciphered and translated the inscrip 
tion, read 
exhaustive 
paper, in 
which he told the circum stances of 
the discovery of the stone at Ken­ 
sington, Douglas county, Minn. 
He 
w ent into the early history of Scan­ 
dinavian 
exploration, 
which 
lent 
plausibility to the claim that this coun­ 
try wras visited by Norwegians in the 
Fourteenth century. 
Mr. Holand took 
up all the argum ents which had been 
advanced against the genuineness of 
the stone and answ ered each in de­ 
tail. 
The Kensington runestone was dis­ 
covered by a farm er named Caman 
while grubbing stum ps on his farm in 
1898. 
It bears an inscription, which 
Mr. Holand has translated as follows: 
“Eight Goths and twenty-two Nor­ 
wegians upon an exploring 
journey 
from Vinland, very far west. We had 
camp by two skerries, one day’s jour­ 
ney north from this stone. 
We were 
fishing one day. 
W hen we returned 
home we found ten men red with 
blood and dead. A. V. M. (Ave M arla), 
save us from the evil. 
(We) have ten 
m en by the sea to look after our ves­ 
sel forty-one days* journey from this 
island. 
Year 1362.”

St. Paul, Dec 14.—Governor A. O. 
Eberhart said th at as soon as he re­ 
turns from the meeting of the regents 
at the state university he will begin 
an investigation of the strike condi­ 
tions to learn what the real situation 
is. 
If he finds th at freight traffic gen­ 
erally is tied up and that the public is 
suffering to any great extent he will 
a t once m ake overtures to both the 
switchmen and the railroads and see 
if there is not some way in which they 
can arbitrate the points in contro­ 
versy and end the strike. 
On the other hand, if it is true, as 
the railroads claim, that m ost of the 
freight is being moved, th at th e strike 
is practically broken and th at the pub­ 
lic is not suffering m aterially, he does 
not believe th a t anything can or will 
be done. In th at case it would be only 
natural th at the railroads would re­ 
in view of th e fact 
offered to arb itrate under 
the Erdman act and the sw itchm en re­ 
fused to do so. 
The governor has not received any 
request from either side asking him to 
start arbitration, but he received in­ 
direct inform ation that the switchm en 
are willing. 
If it is true, however, 
that the strike is practically broken 
and the 
railroads have 
won their 
fight, th ere ^ v ill be nothing to arbi­ 
trate. 
The governor#said th a t he will 
be powerless to force arbitration un­ 
it ss both sides agree to abide by the 
decision of the arbitration board. 
A 
board of arbitration can be nam ed un­ 
der the present state laws, but they 
are without power unless both sides 
sign an agreem ent to stand by the ver­ 
dict. 
Situation Is Improving. 
The railroad officials report th at the 
situation continuos to im prove from 
their standpoint.

GOES TO JURY 


Addresses of the Counsel are Taking 


Place This Afternoon in Dis­ 
trict Court

JUDGE WILL THEN CHARGE JURY 


Outcome is Very Doubtful But Many 


Predict That the Jury Will 


Disagree 


It was a dram atic moment in the 
trial of Paul Fournier Monday a fte r­ 
noon when his attorney, Charles W. 
Scrutchin asked him “Did you kill N. 
O. Dahl?” 
Fournier, without a trem­ 
or replied in the negative. 
He also 
denied any knowledge as to who did 
kill them. 
He was equally positive 
that all the witnesses who had sworn 
to circumstances pointing toward his 
guilt lied and swore that he had trou­ 
ble with four out of 
five of them. 
Fournier stuck to his story through­ 
out the cross examination by C. Louis 
Weeks, of the office of the attorney 
general. 
He was very clear on near­ 
ly every part and was either telling 
the truth or he had his story down 
pat.

There was but one witness to be 
examined when the court adjourned 
Monday night and it was expected 
that the case will go to the jury this 
afternoon.

In this testimony he was 
very ready and clear and was little 
shaken on cross examination.

he became badly muddled up. 
He 
insisted, however, that he had but j 
about $35 when at Caldwell’s, in- J 
stead of $70 or $80 as they swore he

He could not state at all j 
definitely the denomination of the 
money he had at th at time. 
A. A. Carter, former deputy sheriff 
of Beltrami county was called by the 
defense to discredit the testimony of 
Eugene 
Caldwell.

serve some papers in the case, while 
Fournier was in jail, that Caldwell 
said that if Fournier was released

whether or not he and the present 
county attorney were unfriendly w'as 
ruled out.

who was put on as an expert in the 
effect of bullets.

He made 
a clean, logical and convincing talk 
without effort to prejudice or sway 
the jury.

Criticises the Method of Management 
of the Poor Farm and Recom­ 
mends New Methods 
The following report of the grand 
jury, entire, so far as any recommen­ 
dations are made: 
I, County Poor Farm. 
That the present superintendent 
is Incompetent to properly manage 
the affairs of the farm, particularly 
in the matter of the care of the stock 
thereon, That the facilities for w at­ 
er supply for the stock is at times in­ 
adequate, owing to the absence of 
needed repairs and pumps. 
That owing to the considerable 
deficit in the revenues over the ex­ 
penditures for the past two years, a 
fact which was tersely commented up­ 
on by the public examiner in a com­ 
munication pursuant to a recent ex­ 
amination by the board of county 
commissioners of the feasibility of 
changing the present plan of run­ 
ning the poor farm into one of lease 
hold, wherein the lessee would board 
and care for the 
pauper 
inmates, 
charging same against the rental 
value of farm. 
It would seem diffi­ 
cult to believe that this farm, with

We are of the opinion that the 
granting of liquor licenses in the 
unincorporated mining towns, where 
police protection is
